Waters to Ile Impounded It Is Es­ 


timated H ill fie HnlHclent to 
Make Arable T w enty-life 
Thoasand Acres. 


Washington, 
May 
21. — Secretary 
Root, for the United States, and Am­ 
bassador C&easus for the Mexican gov­ 
ernment, Monday 
signed 
the treaty 
regulating the use of the waters of the 
Rio Orande, which, if approved by the 
senate, will remove what has been 
for twenty years past a source of fric­ 
tion In the relations of the two coun­ 
tries. It is estimated that the waters 
Impounded by the treaty will suffice 
to Irrigate about 200,000 acres of oth 
erwlae arid land, and it Is stipulated 
that of this total 60,000 feet of water, 
which Is to make arable about 25,000 
acres of land, will he delivered on the 
Mexican side of the border each year. 
Of Its part the Mexican government 
guarantees the United States govern­ 
ment against any suit for liability on 
accoutn of claims of individual Mexi­ 
cans who have so far suffered through 
diversion of water. 
Opposition to the treaty is expected 
on the part of some of the western sen­ 
ators. who express 
the 
belief 
that 
either the United States is entitled 
to all of the water without compensa­ 
tion. in view of the great expense to 
which it has been put by work of con­ 
struction of irrigating dams and ca­ 
nals, or that lf the Mexican right is to 
be recognized at all Its title should be 
purchased outright by a cash paym ent

Supreme Court of the United State* 
Decides Against Him. 
Washington, May 21.—The supreme 
court of the United States Monday 
rendered a decision In the case of 
United States Senator 
John 
Ralph 
Burton 
of 
Kansas. 
The 
decision 
against Burton affirming the decision 
of the United States circuit court for 
the Eastern district of Missouri, by 
which Burton was 
sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment in jail of Iron 
county, Missouri, required to pay a 
fine of $2500, cmd deprived of the right 
hereafter to hold office under the gov­ 
ernment. The opinion was by Justice 
Harlan. 
All points made in Burton's 
Interest were overruled. 
Senator Burton was prosecuted on 
charge of violation of Section 1782, Re­ 
vised Statutes, which prohibits sena­ 
tors and representatives from receiv­ 
ing compensation for services rendered 
before any of the government depart­ 
ment in m atters in which the govern­ 
ment may be interested. He was spe­ 
cifically charged wtih accepting a fee 
of $500 per month for five months from 
the Rialto Grain and Securities com­ 
pany of S t Louis for services rendered 
that company in an effort to prevent 
the issuance of an order by the post­ 
office department prohibiting the use 
of the malls by that company. 
This 
was Senator Burton’s second appeal to 
the supreme court. 
Justices Brewer, White and Peck- 
ham united in a dissenting 
opinion. 
Their opinon is based on the theory 
that the United States was not legally 
interested in the case against the Ri- 
alot company, in which Burton was 
employed as counsel.

A CHALLENGE FROM BELL. 


lf Statements He Makes are Disproved 
Says He Will Leave Race. 


Waco, Texas, May 19.— In his 
city hall address last night Judge 
Charles K. Bell delivered in brief 
terms a challenge, which was the 
subject of much comment today. 
He said: 
“I have been accused of failure, 
while Attorney General of Texas, 
to enforce the law against trusts. 
While in this city my attention 
has been called to such talk going 
around. 
If the records do not 
show that during the period of my 
service as Attorney General there 
were a greater number of charters 
and permits of corporations, for­ 
eign and domestic, forfeited for 
failure to comply with the law 
J than there were forfeited during 
eight years prior to my incum­ 
bency, I will retire from this raae. 
If the records do not show, also, 
that as Attorney General I collect­ 
ed more money in penalties from 
corporations, for violations of the 
trust law, than was collected by 
all of my predecessors combined, 
I will withdraw from the race for 
Governor.”
